be unfit for further duty. 

8. It was not understood that the exceptional 
‘advantages granted by the old Uncovenanted 
Service Pension Rules to “Native Judges” ex- 
tended to Native Judicial Officers of other grades. 
"4, So far as relates to any Native Judges now 
‘in the service, who ean he considered entitled to 
Denefits granted by the old rules to Officers of 
that class, I am willing thet they shall still be 
considered eligible to the pensions allowed by
